MANCHESTER 
MARKETS REVIEW 


BACON QUIET 

FROM OUR COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

There has again been a quiet feeling to 
nete in most departments of the provision 
trade during the past week, and, with.one or 
two exceptions, prices have tended in buyers’ 
favour. Keturns of shipments of Danish and 
Swedish products to Northern ports last week- 
end showed that, while butter and bacon were 
in much smaller compass, consignments of 
eggs were considerably larger. There have 
been few features of interest to note in bacon. 
but the market closes steady; spot prices for 
Irish are’ again sachondill and at the 
weekly meeting of the local Bacon Commit- 
tee while English was reduced 2s. and Swedish 
and Dutch 3s., no alteration was recorded 
in Danish or Polish. The Danish official quo- 
tation for butter has been wired 20 kroner 
lower, and “‘top’’ now stands at 212 kroner 
per 100 kilos; at the corresponding period of 
last year the figure was 175 kroner, and in 
1934 145 kroner. Arrivals of butter from 
Australia and New Zealand during 
February have amounted to 802,000 boxes, 
as compared with 1,104,300 boxes in the pre- 
<= month, and 962,700 boxes in February, 
1935. 


BUTTER POSITION 

Arrivals in March will be on a 
smaller scale for the season, due to reduced 
Australian shipments, and the total expected, 
anounting to approximately 950,000 boxes, 
compared with 1,237,000 boxes in the same 
month last year. Present prospects suggest 
that April supplies will be slightly smaller 
than a year earlier, reduced Australian ar- 
rivals balancing increased quantities from 
New Zealand. Production conditions in these 
countries have continued relatively unchanged 
in recent weeks. Production of butter in 
European countries has, on the whole, been 
fully up to last year’s level, and shipments 
to the United Kingdom slightly greater than 
a year ago. Prices of both Irish and home- 
produced eggs continue to decline. Supplies 
of eggs at country markets last week were 
ciated larger, and the season»! move- 
ment in prices was reflected in reductions at 
yractically all centres, first quality being 24d. 
ga at an average of 1s. 1$d. per dozen. 
It is interesting to note, however, that the 
output of English eggs this season has not 
been up to the jevel of recent years, and, 
possibly because of this, there hag not been 
th. customary demand that foreign countries 
should be bound by an undertaking to limit 
shipments. Imports of eggs in January 
showed an increase of 25 per cent. over the 
average of the month in the previous five 
years. 

Although there was a slight falling-off in 
the number of Irish, fat cattle were penned 
in larger numbers at the Manchester Cattle 
Market on Tuesday last, but sheep and lambs 
were in smaller supply. Trade for fat cattle 
was rather quiet, but prices of best sorts 
were well maintained. Sheep and lambs sold 
steadily and were firmly held. At the Man- 
chester Pig Market available supplies, which 
continue light, met with a steady clearance. 
Cutters ruled firm, and s ws made rather 
more money, as compared with last week. 
Business at the Manchester Meat Market 
for both home-killed and imported, has been 
very dis.ppointing throughout the week 
Taken all round, however, price fluctuations 
have been within narrew limits. 

Spot supplies of dead poultry are ample 
for all requirements, and, taken all round, 
quotations remain steady. Although a very 
fair demand was for salmon during 
the early part of the week the colder weather 
conditions iling later checked demand.

FORECAST 800 MILES AN 
HOUR FLYING

ROFESSOR JOHN SCOTT HALDANE 
P the famous scientist, died at his home 
at Oxford at midnight on Saturday. 
He was 76. He was taken gravely ill early 
in February with bronchial pneumonia, and 
had a critical relapse ten Ia“ ago. His 
daughter, Mrs. Naomi Mitchison, the 
authoress, and his son, Professor J. B. S. 
Haldane, were called to the bedside. There 
was a slight improyement in Professor Hal 
dane’s condition during the last few days. 
but the bulletin issied On Saturday night 
stated that he was very weak. 

Professor Haldane took a very keen interest 
in stratosphere flying, and held the view 
that the day was not far distant when “it 
would bé taken. seriously. He foresaw 
machines reaching India. in three hours, re- 
presenting a speed of about eight hundred 
miles an hour. 

His discoveries in human physiology, and 
their application to medicine, mining, diving 
and engineering, earned him a high reputa- 
tion in the world of science. He had been 
engaged in scientific ‘investigation and 
teaching since 1885, and had carried out 
special inquiries for Government departments. 
For his valuable research work the Royal 
Society awarded him the Copley Medal in 
1934. His writings embraced such subjects 
as mines, factory ventilation, deep diving, the 
physiology of respiration, air analysis and 
heat engines. He was also the author of 
many Blue Books on the causes of death in 
colhery explosions. 


STRANGE EXPERIMENT 

Once, in order to test the effect of carbon 
monoxide poisoning, he shut himself in a 
steel chamber with a companion, and inhaled 
the deadly fumes. He described his ex- 
periences in the British Medical Journal. The 
pressure in the chamber corresponded to 
that found at 25,000 feet above sea level, and 
he and his companion, a Mount Everest 
explorer, who was later killed in a climbing 
accident in the Himalayas, were un 
acclimatised 

Of one hour he had not the slightest 
memory, although he was talking all the time 
and answering questions. He was noticed by 
his companion, who was less affected, to take 
up a mirror to inspect the colour of his lips, 
but, without being aware of it, he was look- 
ing at the back of the mirror. 

His gait was like that of a drunken 
man, his handwriting became progressively 
irregular, and he tried to grasp objects that 
were some distance away under the impres- 
sion that they were within reach. He soon 
recovered after the experiment, which took 
place in 1928 when he was 68 years of age, 


STUDY OF SUNSTROKE 

Last December he visited Persia to study 
sunstroke cases among oil workers. Some 
years ago he declared his “ wholehearted 
agreement '' with General Smuts that any- 
thing which could properly be called scientific 
physiology was impossible apart from the 
cohception of Holism (the theory which 
makes the existence of “ wholes’’ a funda- 
mental feature of the world). Mechanistic 
theory, he said, failed to explain the fact 
that any species of organism constantly main- 
tained its structure in face of all sorts of 
vicissitudes in environment. In physiology it 
failed to explain why the body reproduced, 
maintainéd and regulated itself as it was 
always doing. 

Professor Haldane’s body will be cremated 
at Golder’s Green at 2 p.m. to-morrow.

FIRST CRIMINAL LAW

Mr. MacCable, D.J., at Waterford to-dav, 
dismissed, under the Probation Act. a sum- 
mons against Messrs. Henry s Bell, Ltd., 
chemists, 62 Quay, Waterford, brought under 
the Criminal Law Amendment Act, for im- 
portation, or attempted importation, of con- 
traceptives. 

Mr. Kevin Haugh, prosecuting, said that 
it was alleged that between August 6 and !9 
last the defendants either imported in fact, or 
attempted to. import, certain contraceptives. 

Andrew Paul, who stated that he had been 
with the defendant firm for over thirty 
years, said that he could not remember 
definitely the last occasion on -which he 
ordered the commodities mentioned in the 
summons. 

Producing a statement made to the Garda 
by witness, Mr. Haugh remarked that Mr. 
Paul had admitted ordering the goods in 
August. 

Medical evidence was given by Dy, V. J. 
White, Waterford, who said that he had 
never either heard or seen, nor had his dis 
tinguished professors in Dublin University 
ever advocated or suggested, commodities of 
the kind mentioned in any obstetric or 
gynecological condition. 

Arthur Pitt, one of the managing directors 
and owners of the defendant company, pro- 
duced the firm’s ledgers and read four pre- 
scriptions ordered by medical officers, in 
which the commodities mentioned had been 
prescribed. 

The Justice, in allowing three guineas to 
Dr. White, said that the section of the Act 
was a very difficult one to deal with. 

At the conclusion of the case Mr. Haugh 
said that nothing outside the present 
summons was alleged against the defendant's 
firm, which, he was told by the Civic Guards, 
was very respectably conducted and well 
managed. Unfortunately they happened to 
be the first picked out under the Act. 

The District Justice—There is no sugges- 
tion that they made a trade out of these 
things? : 

Mr. Haugh—Not the slightest.

THE REV. RICHARD SMYTH 


The death of the Rev. Richard Smyth, for- 
merly Curate in Dolphin’s Barn and Rath- 
mines, Dublin, took place at Denver, United 
States, on Friday last.

The French Grand Prix will be French 
with a sprinkling of Britons, including 
our South African friend Fairfield, and 
some German B.M.W. cars, but entries 
have not finally closed here and one never 
can tell.

FEW weeks ago I discussed the 
R.A.C. analysis of car breakdowns 
which showed ignition to have accounted 
for 22.9 per cent. of the cases dealt with 
by the Club during 1935. The R.A.C. 
analysis of motor cycle troubles tells the 
same..story—ignition the greatest source 
of bother .at,.21.96 per cent., with a 
steadily increasimg proportion since 1932. 
‘‘ Explanation 6f these figures is,diff- 
cult,” says the R.A.C., “ though it may 
well be due to the increased number of 
machines now fitted with full electrical 
equipment, which imposes a heavier strain 
on the batteries And icnition$¥stem.”’ 
Motor cycle carbUrétters cause virtually 
no trouble; neither do brakes nor side- 
cars. Engines went out of Order quite a 
lot last year, and gear boxes, elutches and 
chains caused many a _ roadside 
Accidents at 13.36 per cent. shewed swirtu- 
ally no change from the 1934 proportion, 
both those years being bad in comparison 
with the three immediately preceding.

HE Association of Chambers of Com. 
meree of the Irish Free State has 
pointed out to employers engaged in 
industrial work that their trade associations 
should meet without delay to ascertain how 
the Conditions of Employment Act, now on 
the Statute Book, will affect their. particular 
industries. 

The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
was asked by a representative of Labour to 
bring the Act into force before St. Patrick's 
Day, but this is hardly likely to be done on 
account of the large amount of staff work 
necessary before his Department will be ready. 
Theresshould, however, be no delay on the 
part of employers engaged in industrial work 
im making themselves acquainted with the 
provisions of the Act. 

lt is not generally realised. how many 
activities not usually regarded as manufac- 
ture come within the definition of industrial 
work, According to Section 3 of the Act, 
“industrial work ' does not include agricul. 
tural, commercial or domestic work. mining, 
the transport of persons or goods, but it in. 
cludes all forms of industrial work. and in 
particular :— | 

(a) Manufacturing, altering, cleaning, 
repairing, ornamenting, finishing, adapt- 
ing for sale. grading, packing, 
breaking up, demolishing, or transforming 
anv article: 

(b) tha killing of any animal or bird:

of general interest, with the exception of 
printing, ard. the cleaning of

I mention this fact because it seema tO me 
that in many cases it wil] be difficult to draw 
the line of demarcation between “ adapting 
for sale” or “ packing” which is regarded 
as industrial work. and work connected with 
the sale oí any article which is excluded. 
Probably each case will have to be decided 
on its merits, but employers should realise 
that the onus of ascertaining whether their 
work is industrial is on them. 

The definition of ‘‘ packing” 
the leaflet by the Department of 
Industry and Commerce in connection with 
the packing Trade Board does not give much 
assistance in solving the puzzle of 
industrial nacking ends and 
packing begins. 

Licensed crocers will have to 
their position with regard to the 
of alcoholic liquors. In draperv houses 
there are various operations, such as the 
making up of garments and the trimming of 
ats, which are already regulated to a certain 
extent under the Factory Acts or under 
Trade Boards. These will all come under the 
Act’ as industrial work. In those cases 
where the amount of such work is so small 
that the provisions of the Act cannot 
veniently be applied the employer may obtain 
exemption from the provisions of the Act. 

The larger establishments, however, are 
almost certain to have industrial departments, 
and mav be confronted with difficulties anising 
from the difference between" the maxtmum 
h may be worked by adults and 
those which may be worked by juveniles in 
the day, weel “and yéar. 


QUESTION OF CLEANERS 


The last of the enumerated forms of in- 
dustrial work—1.c., the “‘cleaning of any 
place where industrial work is carned on,”’ 
is likely to cause imeconvenience to firms 
which hitherto ‘employed female 
cleaners to prepare premises for occupation 
by the workers at the commencing hour of 
Ba 1h. 

In the Conditions of Employment Bill, as 
introduced into the Dail, no workers could 
commetice ordinary day work before 8 a.m. 
In its passage through the Dail the bill was 
amended so as to allow an earlier commenc- 
ine hour for men The Minister has exten- 
sive powers under the Act, and possibly may 
exclude female cleaners from this commencing 
time limit. If he does not the firms 
which hitherto have employed female cleaners 
will have to alter thei 

[n a memorandum issued by the Secretary 
of the Dublin Chamber of Commerce to 
manufacturers who are members of that body 
the exemptions and exclusions for which em 
may apply are clearly set forth, and 
thev define the limits within which individual 
employers may seek to bring the application 
of the act to their perticular industry nearer 
to their individual needs 

While it is essential that employers should 
know the provisions of the Act, they will

There was 
nothing last month There is another blank 
in regard to various textile materials, against

Germany in the Dock 


| Whatever may be thought of Herr Adolf 
Hitler as a statesman, there can be no 
question of his consummate ability as a 
showman. Signor Mussolini some time 
ago declared that he was anxious to 
dramatise his life; but his German 
disciple has left him far behind in this 
respect. On Saturday, when the whole 
world was waiting to hear what he had 
to say in reply to the invitation to send 
a representative to London, Herr Hitler 
flew from Berlin to Munich in a terrifig 
snowstorm to address one of the largest 
audiences that ever have been seen in the 
Bavarian capital. 


The entire parapher- 
nalia of wireless broadcasting was pressed 
into the service of the Fiihrer’s propaganda 
department, and nobody who listened to 
the performance in Munich on Saturday 
night can deny that it was remarkably 
well done. Herr Hitler received the 
invitation to London ‘only after his 
arrival in Munich, so he did not refer 
to it in his speech. On the other hand, 
he gave a very definite and unambiguous 
reply to the suggestion that Germany 
should make a ‘“‘symbolic withdrawal” 
from the Rhineland in order to pacify 
French and Belgian opinion. With all 
the emphasis of which he is capable—and 
he is nothing else if not emphatic—Herr 
Hitler refused pdint-blank to remove a 
single soldier from the re-militarised zone. 
The German people, he said, never would 
consent to anything that might appear to 
limit even temporarily. their national 
sovereignty over the Rhineland. . Conse- 
quently there will be no “ symbolic with- 
drawal.’’ Yesterday, several 
significant incidents were reported from 
the Rhineland. A big military display 
that had been arranged for this evening 
in Frankfurt-on-Main has been cancelled. 
Troops that were in the march yesterday 
were ordered to carry no flags; and it is 
quite clear that, in spite of his forceful 
language at Munich, Herr Hitler is 
anxious to allow nothing to be done at 
the moment that would be likely to 
exacerbate foreign opinion. Manifestly, 
his defiant conduct in respect of the de- 
militarised has the enthusiastic 
support of the vast majority, of Germans. 
The 300,000 persons who heard him at 
i Munich on Saturday night went wild with 
excitement, and his refusal to compromise 
on the main issue in the Rhineland has 
been applauded part of the 
Reich.

It is a great pity that there shoul. be 
any manceuvring for position at a time 
when such grave issues a-- at stake. 
Apparently Herr Hitler took the view 
that the invitation from the League 
Council had some kind of ‘‘ catch “” in it, 
and was determined not to allow himself 
to be impaled’on the horns of a dilemma. 
He must have known that the stipulation 
of conditions precedent must cause some 
resentment in League circles, where 
Germany at the moment is regarded as a 
defendant, and it would have been very 
much wiser either to accept or reject the 
invitation sans phrase. We are quite sure 
that the French will not agree to the 
proposal that any guarantees should be 
given to Germany in advance, and we 
must say that we agree very largely with 
their point of view in this particular 
instance. The duty of the League Council 
is to decide whether or not the Locarno 
Treaty has been broken—a task which has 
nothing whatever to do with Herr Hitler’s 
offer of fresh pacts. As matters stand at 
the moment, it seems to be more than 
likely that the issue will be decided in 
the absence of a German representative, 
and that Germany will be found guilty 
in contumaciam. Thus more bad blood 
will be created; but Germany will have 
nobody but herself to blame. No real 
excuse can be advanced for her ill-advised ‘ 
seizure of the demilitarised zone. Herr 
Hitler’s excuse that France had concluded 
an alliance with Bolshevist Russia will 
not hold water for a moment; for Belgium 
has concluded no such alliance, yet her 
frontiers, together with those of Luxem- 
burg, have been threatened just 
dangerously as those of France. We are 
convinced that the proposals that have 
been made by Herr Hitler contain the 
seeds of a genuine peace movement in 
Europe; but in order that advantage may 
be taken of them, German diplomacy must 
refrain from gaucheries which play 
directly into the hands of Germany’s 
opponents. Mr. Anthony Eden obviously | 
is anxious to give the Germans every 
possible chance to re-establish their 
position in Europe; but he is faced with 
formidable difficulties which Herr Hitler’s 
latest move has done nothing to lessen. 
Further messages may be expected between 
London and Berlin; but unless Herr 
Hitler is prepared to mend hi: hand very 
considerably the prospects of a real under- 
standing between the nations will continue 
to recede.

‘The Triple Crown 


Once again Ireland's hopes in sport 
have been raised high, only to be dashed 
to the ground. The ‘Triple Crown,” 
perhaps, has been given a little too much 
importance in the Rugby football world— 
at least, many thousands of Irishmen 


with the thought that its virtues are 
exaggerated. The victory of one “ interna- 
tional ' team over the other three, however, 
is a very fine achievement, and it comes to 
pass so seldom that it is rightly honoured. 
So far Ireland is the 
‘Triple Crown '” has not been won for 
thirty-seven years; but ever since this 
country last secured it in 1899 Irish sports- 
men have been waiting anxiously for its 
return. Three times since the end of the 
Great War it has been dangled just beyond 
Ireland’s grasp, and on Saturday it eluded 
her for the fourth time. On every 
occasion, moreover, Wales has been the 
obstacle. In 1926 it was the Welsh team 
which stood between Ireland and her 
ambition at Swansea, in 1930 the humilia- 
tion was repeated on the same ground, in 
1951 at Belfast, and on Saturday—for the 
last time, let us hope—at Cardiff. Among 
Irish Rugby enthusiasts the first reaction 
will be a feeling of keen disappointment, 
not unmixed with irritation. Wales, they 
know, is not invulnerable; but whenever 
it is most important that she should be 
beaten the ‘task suddenly becomes im- 
possible. Few members of the enormous 
crowd which crossed to Cardiff from 
Dublin had any reason to think that 
Ireland had not, at the least, an even 
chance of victory; but few can have been 
without a secret fear that the odds against 


her were much heavier in reality—simply 


as concerned, 


because Wales always seems to win on these 
Wales won, in effect, and 
Ireland lost not only the ‘‘ Triple Crown,” 
but the Championship. Yet, if one looks 
at the situation in the right way, it gives 
far greater cause for self-congratulation 
than for disappointment. The mere fact 
that Ireland has been almost within reach 
of the highest Rugby honours four times 
in ten years is a fact that speaks for 
itself. Since the end of the War Irish 
Rugby football has made great advances. 
The deplorably weak condition in which 
it found itself about fifteen years ago has 
been remedied, and the success of the Irish 
“ international ” teams is partly due to 
the growing popularity of the game in 
this country. As to the standard of the 
present Irish team, the purists may argue 
that fierce forward play and defensive 
tactics outside the “scrum are ‘‘ not good 
football,” and that, although they went 
within an ace of securing the “ Triple 
Crown,” they deserved a worse fate. The 
fact remains, however, that these methods 
were highly effective, and there does not 
seem to be any other standard by which 
the guestion can be judged. If next year's 
team is as good as this year's has been, 
Wales may not be áble to stand in the 
way for a fifth time.

and investigation in such diverse matters 
as human physiology, .mining, deep-sea 
diving, air-analysis, and the _ strato- 
sphere. Asa young man he foresaw many of 
the scientific developments that are now 
commonplace features of modern life, and 
while he planned his researches along 
lines that many thinkers of his time 
regarded as not only premature, but tend- 
ing towards the miraculous, he spared 
neither his mind nor his body in practical 
experiment. He was taken gravely ill 
last month with bronchial pneumonia, and 
there can be little doubt that he mignt 
still be alive to-day were it not for the 
fact that on numerous occasions he had 
subjected his own lungs to the fumes 
of noxious gases and foul airs so 
that he might have first-hand ex- 
perience of their action on the human 
frame. Thus, when sixty-eight years 
of age he shut himself into a steel 
chamber to test the effect of carbon 
monoxide, and as lately as last December 
he travelled to Persia to study, and, if 
possible, find a remedy for, sunstroke 
among oil-workers. He was no arm-chair 
worker, content to take or distribute his 
knowledge from books or the experiments 
of others, and in relation to the problem 
of colliery explosions and deaths in mines 
he’ on many occasions subjected himself 
to the greatest danger and ill-health for 
long periods below the earth’s surface. 
The knowledge which he thus gained he 
put to practical use throughout the indus- 
trial world; and the lives of thousands 
upon thousands of workers were made 
easier, safer and healthier by its applica- 
tion. This was a man of whom peoples of 
all nations may say: “ The world, and 
the human race within it, are the better 
because of him.”’

Tea for Talkers 


At a time when conferences are the all- 
important order of the day, the Cork 
County Council has shown the world just 
how these conferences should be run. Dur- 
ing a furious nine-hour discussion on the 
appointment of warble fly inspectors, tea, 
bread and butter and buns were served to 
the (previously) angry councillors; and, 
subsequently, the business of the session 
was completed without interruption or 
recrimination, As a matter of history, tea 
once before had been served to the same 
County Council ; but we feel that to reserve 
the distribution of the soothing fluid until 
such time as teeth become bared and 
parliamentary language is discarded as 
inadequate, marks a certain thoughtless 
conservatism on the part of those who have 
it in their power to sweep away all bitter- 
ness. The irrevocable truth is that a man 
on the edges of homicidal frenzy cannot 
maintain his passion if he is called upon 
to eat at the same time; for the action of 
eating renders everybody, however slightly, 
self-conscious. If hundreds around one 
are lashing into their plates with a fixity 
of purpose that permits the intrusion of 
no distraction, you yourself can throw a 
good deal of food on the floor without a 
blush. If, however, the other diners have 
dealt with what they have been given some 
time before you have succeeded in dealing 
with your share, then your final mouthfuls 
will become an ordeal. A score of eyes will 
mark with horror your method of prepar- 
ing the load on your fork, the dimensions 
and components of the load, and, lastly, 
the way in which you convey the load to 
the mouth. While everybody else was 
eating, pretty certainly you regarded them 
as less valuable human beings than your- 
self; but, while only yourself are thus 
engaged, the tables—perhaps it is neces- 
sary to say the metaphorical tables—are 
reversed. Consider, then, the public 
speaker in the choleric flush of his eloquent 
anger when he marks the arrival of the tea 
and buns. There he stands before the 
assembly, and, in the full glare of 
publicity, he must decide upon one lump 
or two, marzipan or a slice of layer cake; 
and, to make our peace proposal water- 
tight, we must insist that the speaker 
continues to speak while he eats, with the 
spoon still in his tea-cup. 


“MANNERS MAKYTH MAN”

Sirn,—On Thursday, 12st inst., in the Dail, 
I used a shovel to clean a foul draim, and 
in your leading article of Saturday, 14th inst., 
you condemn me for not having used a golden 
spoon.

|e appointment of Sir Thomas Inskip 
3 to be’ Minister for the Co-ordination 
of Defence came as a complete surprise. 
While many names had been mentioned 
in connection with the post, his was not 
one of them. It goes without saying that 
Mr. Baldwin was greatly hampered in his 
choice by the present international situa 
tion, and thus Sir Thomas Inskip wil! 
probably be accepted without the murmurs 
which would have been loud and deep i: 
conditions had been normal. Mr. Winston 
Charchill has been the “ favourite” in 
the Commons for some days past, but Sir 
Thomas Inskip, if he is a novice in 
matters of defence, has courage and 
ability, and is credited with great tenacit, 
when necessary. He will need thes 
qualities in his new post, and by their use 
he may justify his promotion to th 
Cabinet. As soon as Sir Thomas Inski) 
takes up his duties he will find many 
questions awaiting his decision. Th 
exact degree of responsibility he is t. 
bear in relationship to the Committee of 
Imperial Defence, the Admiralty, the Wa 
Office, and the Air Ministry may not he 
determined until he has been in office fo: 
a little time, but there will be a tendency, 
for his responsibilities to increase. It 1s 
not clear whether the recruiting methods 
of the three services will come within the 
scope of defence co-ordination, or whether 
this will be considered a question o! 
departmental responsibility. 


Larger Staff Needed 


The secretariat of the Committee of 
Imperial Defence will have to be great! 
increased to provide an efficient staff for 
the new Minister, but it is unlikely that 
any of the great permanent officials will 
be transferred to his department. It is 
more likely that the Minister will be 
asked to form his own staff, and will be 
given a very free hand to take what men 
he may need from the three defence 
services. The Ministry of Transport has 
been called upon to give up some of its 
accommodation for the new department. 
The officials of the former Ministry who 
have been displaced will go elsewhere, as 
it is thought desirable that Sir-Thomas 
Inskip shall be in close proximity to the 
Admiralty, War Office, and the Air 
Ministry. The new Minister is to pay a 
visit to-morrow to the rooms set apart for 
his use. 


The European Situation 


The sudden crisis in international 
affairs has quite overshadowed the Houses 
if Parliament, and there has been little 
interest in the debates since Tuesday last. 
The House of Commons, while deeply 
concerned over the developments, has 
been calm and restrained, but neverthe- 
less it is becoming intensely curious, and 
there is a demand for a full-dress debate 
at the earliest possible moment in order 
that the Government may be able to ex- 
plain as far as possible what the situa- 
tion is. In the circumstances it is thought 
at Westminster that Friday will be 
devoted to such a debate in the hope that 
a settlement of some kind may have been 
reached by then. 


Armaments 


The House of Lords is to discuss the 
armaments White Paper on ‘Tuesday, 
when it will be asked by Lord Monsell, 
the First Lord of the Admiralty. to pass 
a resolution approving of the Govern- 
ment’s plans for defence. Lord Ponsonby, 
on behalf of the Labour Party, will move 
the rejection of the proposals, declaring 
that the programme gives no guarantee ol 
security. The debate will be very im- 
portant, and a number of leading men 
intend to speak. The House of Commons 
also will debate defence affairs durmg tho 
week on the estimates for the three 
Services. On Thursday the Report stage 
of the estimates will be taken, and this 
will give an opportunity for a debate 
ranging over the whole field of defence. 


The King’s Plans 


The King is taking a very keen interest 
in the discussions at St. James’s-Palace, 
and is kept closely informed as to the 
progress of the proceedings. The meeting 
of the Council of the League, if prolonged, 
will make a difference to his plans regard- 
ing Easter. It is said in Court circles 
that he may take a short visit abroad 
incognito. At present it seems probable 
that the King will spend the holidays at 
his country house, Fort Belvedere, as there 
is no intention of the Court going to 
Windsor Castle at, Easter. The King was 
to have held his first levée at St. James’s 
Palace on Wednesday, but the function 
has been transferred to Buckingham 
Palace, and the public will miss seeing 
the King driving in State for the first 
time to St. James’s Palace, escorted by 
Household Cavalry. At Buckingham 
Palace Queen Mary, aided by the Princess 
Royal, has been occupied in sorting out 
her personal possessions, and over one 
hundred packing-cases have heen provided 
to take the many works of art and other 
treasures to Marlborough House. The 
Queen’s private apartments at the Palace 
contain a number of very fine Chinese 
ornaments : 


Empire Trade Agreements 


The Association of British Chambers of 
Commerce have suggested that the negotia- 
tion of new trade agreements with the 
Dominions in extension and amplification 
of those arranged at Ottawa should not 
be deferred until next year, and the idea 
Is receiving the attention .of the Govern- 
ment. Various points have arisen in con- 
nection with the agreements, and new 
pacts may be arranged to the mutual 
advantage of Great Britain and the 
Dominions. It is proposed that, in addi- 
tion to the general agreements, there 
should be those of a supplementary 
character affecting specific commodities. 
In this way the general principles of the 
Ottawa agreements could be maintained. 
and at the same time practical plans 
might be put into operation relating to 
specific commodities of the Dominions and 


certain industrial products of - Great 
Britain. 


War Pictures 


When the Imperial War Museum is re- 
opened in its new quarters in Bethlem 
Hospital in Southwark there will be a 
special room devoted to the magnificent 
collection of pictures given to the nation 
by the late Sir William Orpen, and 
another will contain a number of pictures 
by Sir John Lavery. The latter’s picture 
of Admiral Beatty giving the German 
naval delegation the Armistice terms in 
the wardroom of the Queen Elizabeth 
hangs at one end of the large hall.

OIL SHIP BLOWS UP 
IN RED SEA

( escaping from leaking drums of 

petrol caused the blowing up and 
sinking of the Italian steamer Marchigiano 
in the Red Sea on Friday, according to 
the quartermaster of the vessel, who, with 
the nine other survivors, v 5: landed here 
during the night by the British steamer 
Cheshire. 

Four of the men are badly injured, 
two of them so seriously that they are not 
expected to recover. They have been taken 
to hospital in Port Said. 

They were picked up by the British 
steamer Brighton,» which was five miles 
away when the explosion occurred, and 
immediately rushed to the rescue. They 
were afterwards transferred to the 
Cheshire. 

The Marchigiano was carrying a cargo 
of oil and petrol to Massawa. She went 
to the bottom in five minutes, following 
two terrific explosions. The captain, chief 
officer and eight others of the crew were 


killed. 
WITHOUT WARNING 


The quartermaster of the Marchigiano 
gave a vivid acount of the disaster to 
Reuter’s correspondent. At six o'clock on 
Friday, he said, they were steaming in 
a calm sea, when suddenly, without warn- 
ing, there was a terrific explosion in No. 
1 hold. The steersman and two other sea- 
men were blown up and killed outright. 
Immediately afterwards there was another 
explosion in No, 2 hold, and four other 
men on deck were blown into the sea. The 
captain, chief officer and five other men, 
who were asleep in their cabins, were all 
killed. The remainder of the crew, all of 
whom were injured, jumped for their lives 
into the sea. The ship sank in five 
minutes. 

The Brighton immediately rushed at 
full speed to the scene and rescued the 
ten survivors. She was on her way to 
the Far East. She sent out an 8.O.5S. 
for medical assistance, which was answered 
by the British steamers City of Venice and 
Cheshire. 

According to the Marchigiano quarter- 
master two Italian transports which were 
nearer than either the Cheshire or the City 
of Venice failed to reply to tae 8.0.8. 


ANOTHER ON FIRE 

The Greek steamer Styliani, with a 
large cargo of petrol and oil on board, is 
reported to be on fire in the Red Sea. 
The report adds that the crew have 
abandoned the vessel and have been 
rescued by the Italian steamer Fusijama. 

The Styliani left Suez last Sunday for 
Massawa with 32,000 cases of petrol, 
1.000 cases of oil and 5,000 drums of 


Diesel motor oil on board. 


FOUND DEAD IN 
SHOP 


HULL MURDER MYSTERY

With the motive of robbery discarded, 
Chief Inspector Sands, of Scotland Yard, 
his three assistants and the Hull C.L.D., 
are working on new lines to solve the 
murder of Mr. Oswald Fisher Walker, the 
sixty-eight years old cutler and toolmaker, 
who was found dead, with his head 
battered, at his shop in Hull early last 
Saturday. They are anxious to interview 
a man with whom an appointment had 
been made for the purchase of a sawbench. 

Yesterday police surgeons made a post- 
mortem examination. 

When Walker's body was found lying at 
the foot of some stairs by the police, who 
had been informed of his absence from 
home, an early decision was made to call 
in Scotland Yard. Nothing was dis- 
turbed ‘till the Yard man’s arrival, when 
photographs and casts of finger-prints and 
foot-prints were taken. 

Walker, who was in his overcoat, was 
apparently on the point of leaving for 
home when he was attacked, and as the 
premises had not been broken into it is 
surmised that his assailant left 
front door, which automatically 
itself when closed. 

After a day of intensive inquiries the 
Chief Constable of Hull stated that the 
police were anxious to interview four 
customers who were in Walker’s shop on 
Friday night at 8.30 o'clock, It is 
believed that they might be able to give 
valuable information.

MEETING TO-DAY 


From Our CorRESPONDENT. 


CORK, Saturday. 


The situation regarding the threatened 
strike of Cork Corporation workmen 
remains unchanged. On Monday, how- 
ever, the meeting of the city’s six alder- 
men appointed by the Corporation at its 
last meeting to consider the position will 
be held. The strike is due to take place 
on Friday next, 20th inst., unless in the 
meantime a settlement has been reached 
in the employés demand for a wage 
increase of ten shillings weekly. 

Notice, as already stated, has been 
officially given by the City Manager that 
water for industrial purposes will be cut 
off on the northern side of the city on 
Wednesday, the centre area on Thursday, 
and the southern area on Friday, and 
there are fears of a considerable dis- 
organisation of industry should this step 
be necessary. Indeed, at least one of the 
many concerns for whose operations water 
is a vital necessity, has given notice of 
dismissal to a section of its staff. Others 
who are under a’ week’s notice of dis- 
missal are the employés of the Corpora- 
tion, including those directly affected in 
the matter at issue, as well as'a number 
of tradesmen, members of other unions. 
These steps are, however, interpreted as 
precautionary measures, and while it 
would be futile to deny that a serious 
situation threatens, there is a quiet feel- 
ing of optimism that better counsels will 
prevail and that Monday’s meeting of the 
six aldermen will—if unable to put 
matters in train for an early rettlement— 
at least, be able to arrange a reference of 
the entire question to arbitration. 
Such a step would avert a strike and a 
grave industrial upset, and would be 
welcomed generally. '

a strike of 2,000 coal workers in a 
week’s time. The decision to serve strike 
notice on the Irish ‘Coal Importers, Ltd., 
was taken at a mass meeting of dockers, 
yardmen,: carters and motormen, which 
was held under the auspices of the Irish 
Seamen’s and Port Workers’ Union and 
the Irish Transport and General Workers’ 
Union, at the Labour Hall, 44 Lower 
Gardiner street, Dublin, yesterday. About 
1,500 men were present. Only eight voted 
in favour of a postponement of the 
stoppage until a ballot vote could be 
taken. 

No vote was taken on another proposal 
—that not more than two days’ notice 
should be given to the employers. 

There is a prospect that the strike in the 
trade will not affect all supplies. The 
meeting gave the unions instructions to 
make individual settlements with any 
merchants who were willing to meet the 
demands. 3 


CRITICAL ISSUE 


Mr. J. Skinner, who presided, said that 
they were discussing a very critical issue 
in the trade,,and that they had very 
serious responsibilities in making their 
decision. 

Mr. J. Ellis, General Secretary, Irish 
Seamen’s and Port Workers’ Union, said 
that meetings of the members of the two 
unions had been held at their respective 
halls last week, and that both meetings 
had decided to reject the employers’ offer 
in response to the demand which was 
served some months ago. He said that the 
joint meeting was called to ratify this 
decision, and to decide whether or not they 
were going to fight the issue. Their deci- 
sion—if it were in favour of a strike— 
would have far-reaching effects upon all 
industries in the city. Other trades would 
soon become dislocated, and, if the strike 
was to be brought to a successful conclu- 
sion, the coal workers would require the 
support of the whole Labour movement. 

Mr. Patrick Kelly, delegate, Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union, 
said that if they accepted the employers’ 
terms they would be going back ten years. 
The workers in the trade had been losing 
ground for years. Huge fortunes, he 
alleged, were being made by the employers 
in the coal trade in Dublin, while their 
employés could not get even the means of 
existence ott of it. He advised the meet- 
ing to decide in favour of a week’s strike 
notice, 

Mr. A. Byrne, delegate, Irish Seamen’s 
and Port Workers’ Union, appealed to the 
meeting to give careful consideration to 
the position, and asked those present to 
express their opinions freely. 


“READING TIMES ” 


The men’s demands and the employers’ 
replies were then read by Mr. Ellis. He 
said that the unions had demanded a 
change in the “ reading times ” for coal 
dockers, and a restriction on late starting 
times. They had also demanded ‘“ wait- 
ing ’’ money at the rate of 2s. per hour. 
The importers replied that they were not 
prepared to alter the present arrange- 
ments. The unions had laid down a man- 
ning scale for the discharge of cargoes. 
The reply was that the manning scale must 
be left to the merchants. 

Another demand, he said, was that coal 
should not be screened in the hold of a 
ship except a merchant was willing to 
pay for this work at the rate of 5s.

The threatened strike of two thousand | 
carters in Belfast, which’ was to begin | 
to-morrow morning, will not take place | 
as a result of a further meeting of the 
men this afternoon in St. Mary's Hali, 
Belfast. 

The men defranded better conditions, 
including higher pay for overtime. They 
also sought a daily rate of lls. 6d. for 
casual men in place of 9s. 6d., nayment 
for duty in the stables on Sunday, end 
an annual holiday of six consecutive 
days. 

The employers agreed to aslight increase 
in the rate for overtime and made an 
offer of 10s. a day for casual men. These 
terms were drawn up at a conference of 
the employers’ and employés’ representa- 
tives on Friday last, and both sides agreed 
to recommend them to their members. 

The men, however, by 213 votes to $5, 
rejected the terms, and intimated their 
intention to cease work. 

Subsequently the majority of the carters. 
who were not present at the meeting, ex- | 
pressed dissatisfaction with this decision, 
and a further meeting was held to-day, at 
which the terms agreed upon were accepted 
by a large majority. 

The agreement will continue in opera- 
tion for twelve months.

DETERMINED attempt to burh down 
a fine parochial hall at Kilsaran, 
County Louth, early this morning, was 
frustrated by the villagers, who, S@eing 
smoke issuing from the building, carried 
water for a couple of hours and saved the | 
main building. 

The hall is situated along the roadside 
seven miles from Dundalk, and is managed 
by a local committee, of which the trustees 
are Dr. Butterly and Mr. Patrick Caraher, 
Mayne. It is a concrete building, single 
storey, and has recently been completed. 


THE DISCOVERY 

A man named James Lambe saw smoke 
coming from the building at 6.45 this 
morning and alarmed his neighbours. It 
was then found that the stage was on fire, 
and that other portions of the building 
were also alight. 
There was a strong smell of petrol, and 
it seemed as if all the floors had been 
sprinkled. Apparently the stage was set 
alight first and could not be saved. In 
addition to the stage a considerable 
quantity of fittings, scenery and costumes 
were destroyed. These costi’imes had been 
in readiness for a play advertised for to- 
night by the Kilsaran League of Youth. 


LOCAL BELIEF 

The play was entitled: ‘‘ Cattle 
Smuggling on the Border,’ and local 
opinion inclines to the belief that the pro- 
duction of the play was the cause of the 
attempt on the hall. 

An entrance was effected by breaking a 
window in the rear of the building. Fhe 
heat of the fire was considerable; for 
every window in the place was damaged. 

Sergeant Mulvey and Guards Lynch 
and Byrne hurried to the scene, and, with 
the local people, saved the’ building from 
destruction. 

To-day there was considerable police 
activity in the area. Superintendent 
Leddy was in charge of a force of Guards 
and detectives, but no arrests have yet 
been made. :

The big parade of Rhineland troops 
which was to have been held here at nocn 
to-morrow has been abandoned. The troops 
will be merely inspected in their barracks 
by General von Blomberg. The tattoo by 
the military bands in honour of Hitler 
will, however, take place as arranged. 

It seems possible that the cancelling of 
the parade may be regarded as a sym- 
bolical concession to French opinion. 

Hitler will speak in the evening at eight 
o'clock as announced, and his speech will 
be broadcast from the Frankfurt station, 

The military parade which has now 
been cancelled had been planned on a 
grand scale. Several thousand troops from 
other garrisons beside Frankfurt had been 
going to participate, and arms of all 
kinds, including the air force, would have 
been represented, All factories and schools 
had been ordered to be closed to enable 
everybody to see the parade. 

An order received from Hitler to-day 
forbade. the carrying of war-time colours 
at an ex-Service men’s parade held at 
Cologne. It was explained that this step 
was taken so that no provocation might 
be given to foreign Powers.

recently went to China as miésionaries. le 
cost of upkeep of the institution last year 
was £5,600, of which the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society contributed £3,600 and. the 
public £409, leaving a deficit of £1,600. 

The takings of the Dublin cinemas for 
one Sunday fpight in the year would more 
than make up the deficit, said Father Kirwan. 
The reason that there was so much needless 
suffering and unrelieved poverty was the in 
attention by the people to their duty in 
regard to true Christian charity. If people 
wanted to experience a real thrill, a far better 
thrill than they got in their amusements, 
they would find it in charity. He suggested 
that there could be no better investment for 
many people whose children might yet have 
need of the beneficent care of the Glasnevin 
Orphanage. i

Herr Hitler is not apparently 
demanding that they should refrain from 
condemning methods which, with whatever 
provocation the Germans may claim for 
them, and with all else that they may 
urge in mitigation, call aloud for con- 
demnation. His demand seems rather to 
be that his action and his offer shall be 
taken together, and that the form of 
retribution for the action slfall be 
immediate negotiations on the offer, which 
thus becomes an even firmer offer than 
before. To require the League Powers to 
accept his incursion into the Rhineland 
as a normal occurrence in international 
relations would be utterly intolerable. He 
cannot mean: that.. But it would not be 
unreasonable that the Council, after con- 
demning a plain offence against inter. 
national law, should turn forthwith to 
consider the proposals which have been 
put forward, both in extenuation of what 
has been done and as a guarantee that it 
shall not be done again. w 

Will security suffer while, or because, 
the German plan is under investigation, 
asks The Times.

The Royal’ Artillery is 220 years old. It 
celebrated its 200th anniversary twenty years 
ago, during the Great War. These facts 
were mentioned by Major-General Sir George

Among the guests was Baron de Robeck, 
second: in command, of the Royal Artillery at 
Spike Island. 

At the beginning of the dinner the com- 
pany stood in sileie as a tribute to the 
memory of King George, late Commandant-in- 
Chief of the Regiment. 

The President announced that a telegram 
had been received from the King thanking 
the members of the Association for the 
message of loyalty that had been sent to 
him on their behalf.

THE HUNGER-STRIKE 


In regard to the prohibitions of the Fifth 
Commandment Father Gannon said that he 
did not consider the hunger-striker a suicide 
if he had grave reasons. His primary inten- 
tion was to bring moral pressure on his 
captors, to make them give him just treat- 
ment, and he did not seek death, even as 
an end, though he permitted it. The hunger- 
striker hoped all along that his protest would 
avail before the end. If his cause was right, 
and that of his jailers wrong, the hunger- 
striker would be justified in every way. In 
expressing this view, however, it was not 
intended to encourage a form of protest which 
was often ridiculous and had become boring 
to the public. Personally, he had little 
sympathy with it. On the other side, a 
legitimate Government, sure of the justice 
of the tteatment,: was not called upon to do 
more -than offer the -striker food, ~ ag 
A few 
instances of firmness would soon put an end 
to the fantastic denial on the part of an in- 
dividual, or a small group of individuals, 
of the basic principles of civilised govern- 
ment. Thus, Mr. Lloyd George was free 
from personal guilt in letting Terence Mac- 
Swiney die, if he was convinced of his right 
to rule Ireland. But everyone who was con 
vinced of the contrary was entitled to regard 
him as an abettor of murder. It would be 
within the competence of the Church to de- 
clare that a certain régime was legitimate, 
and that defiance of it constituted the sin of 
rebellion. 

Until the conscience of mankind had put 
war under the ban, and developed some 
world-wide machinery of arbitration—a con- 
summation devoutly to be wished for—it was 
hardly possible for a-casuist bluntly to de. 
clare, that war was always unjust on both 
sides: If, and when, such machi was 
impartial courts established, 
then, certainly, the nation taking the law 
into its own hands would be guilty of mass 
murder.

NEW YORK, Saturday. 


Jock McAvoy’s bid for the world’s cruiser- 
weight title failed here last night when he 
lost on points in a close fight with the 
champion, John Henry Lewis, in a fifteen- 
round contest. McAvoy put up a splendid 
fight against a very clever champion, and his 
game display greatly pleased the 12,000 
spectators. The decision of the judges and 
the referee was unanimous. 

McAvoy more than held his own for the 
first hali of the fight, winning the first, 
fourth, sixth and seventh rounds, but after 
the seventh he seemed unable to use his right 
hand, injured in a recent fight, though the 
negro was often a good target for it. 


HAND INJURED? 


Although Mr. Lumiansky, McAvoy’s 
manager, refused te admit that McAvoy’s 
right hand failed him in the sixth round, 
it Was easy to see that McAvoy held it 
during the fight. It was certainly swollen 
when a reporter saw McAvoy in the dressing- 
room after the fight, and many of the critics 
present thought that it was injured. 

McAvoy fought in short, sharp rushes. He 
tried to punish the negro’s body, but the 
latter generally covered up well and boxed 
very cleverly, Lewis's superior stamina stood 
aim im good stead in the second hali of the 
fight. when he did not lose a round from 
the seventh to the fourteenth. 

Repeatedly getting through the English. 
man’s guard to the jaw, he took the eighth. 
ninth, tenth and eleventh rounds in a row. 
The twelfth and thirteenth were about even. 
and McAvoy, rallying splendidly, won the 
last two.

MCAVOY’S PLANS

Jock McAvoy, whose right hand was injured 
in the fight with John Henry Lewis, the world 
light-heavyweight champion, is anxiously 
awaiting the result of yesterday’s X-ray, 
which will be known to-morrow, Mr. Dave 
Lumiansky, McAvoy’s manager, stated that 
Jock’s future depends on the seriousness of 
the injury.

Government control of the Bank of Canada 
is foreshadowed in a resolution placed on the 
Dominien House of Commons Order Paper by 
the Finance Minister, Mr. Dunning (says 
Reuter). ‘The resolution states that it is 
expedient: — (1) To bring in a measure to 
amend the Bank of Canada Act so as to 
increase the capita! stock of the bank. (2) ‘To 
provide that certain shares thereof shall be 
purchased by the Minister of Finance out of 
the Consolidated Revenue Fund so as to 
insure the ownership of the majority of the 
shares by the Government. (3) To increase 
the number of directors. (4) Yo provide for 
the election and appointment of directors in 
such a manner as to assure voting control of 
the board by the directors appointed by the 
Government. The resolution will later be 
followed by a bill embodying its provisions.
